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Quelt. 1. Har is the Caufe of Snow, Hail and 
Froft ? 
Anfw. We find that the For- 


reign Virtuofi have endeavour'd, and perfected a very 
exact Method for making Artificial Snow, which will 
give us no {mall light inthe Nature of chat we fee fall 
trom the Heavens: The manner is thus. They prepa- 
red afimall houfe, or rather a fort of a Cave, with- 
out any other entrance for Wind than what they de- 
fign’d, at 2 oppofite fides were certain pipes of Wa- 
ter which convey’d water into a Ciftern that ftood 
betwixt them ; thefe 2 forts of oppofite pipes were fed by 
hoc water and cold ; berwixttheie 2 fetrs of pipes were 
certain {mall Chinks level’d againft the middle of the 
Ciftern where the hot and cold Water met in their 
falling down, and onthe outhde was a fort of Wind- 
fan, or fomething turn’d round with Sails to drive 
the Wind forcibly thro’ the Chinks ‘which fronted the 
mixture of the 2 
the hot and cold Water, and withthe violence of th 

Wind that beat upon ‘em, there arofe inftead of froth 
a real and perfect Snow. which fled up anc down the 
place, and contiaued after i fell a conficerable time 
before it melted: Thus much for Artific. .) * ow,and now 
for the Natural. No one can be ignor. at chat parti. 
eular Climates have particular Minera.s, and that the 
Air muft partake of the Nature of che afcending Va- 
pours, and fo be more or lefs gone Vitrealine, 
Nitrous, oc. as alfo ‘tis granted on all hands, chat 
the Air in no part of the World is without Nitre ; 
for if fo, all Creatures woud foon expire, only fome 
places have more, and fome lefs, according to the 
prevalency of the Sun which diffipates Aerio-nitral 
vapours. Thus under the frozen Zone, as in Freez-land 
e7c. are (if we may to fay ) the Treafuries of Nitre, 
which God and Nature feem to ftore up there for the 
Moderation of the torrid Zone, and temperature of all 
Climates, when proper Gales fetch ’em from thence. 
Our Virtuofi here, and thofe of the Academy de/ Ci- 
mento, have made tufficient Experiences about Freezing, 
to perfwade us that Nitre is effeCtual for fuch ends. 
Hence when any Aerio-nitral Vapour from the North 
meets with a warm Vapour coming from the South, 
the Antiperiftafis or ftrife betwixt the hot and cold 
vapours (Clouds or Mifts) helpt on by a brisk Gale of 
Wind, has the Effeét we fee, to wit, Snow, as in the Ar- 
tificial Snow-Cave we have {poke of. If any perfon fhal] 
think itincredible chat heat fhou’d be any ingredient in 
Snow, let ’em confider the Tryal abovementioned, as 
allo that itis fenfibly warmer when it Snows, than a 
little before. As for Hail, itis nothing elfe but drops of 
Rain congeal’d as they fall, by the coldnefs of that Air 
wherein there is much Nitre which the Sun Beams have 
not diilipated : And thus itis in all Frofts upon Wa- 
ter, and other Liquids, which are congeald by the 
frigerifick particles of Nitrous Air. Ifany one asks what 
thete particles are,we referr ‘em totheir own tryal when 
in afrofty Morning at a proper turning in the Corner 
of {ome ftreet or other, they feel a fharp Gale which 
makes the Tears ftand in their Eyes, and fcarifies their 
very face; ‘tis not the vehemency of the Wind, for 
then it wou'd have the fame Effect in a warm Souther- 
ly Gale, but tis the particles of Nitre inthe Wind that 
are fo troublefome to us. 

Queft. 2. Tou are defired to fhew the Nature of that Love 
we ought to have for Enenries, fuppofing 4 difference from 
that we bear to a Friend ? 

An(w. We have only two Rules left us in this Cafe, 
either that of Sacred Writ, or that of Profane Hiltory. 
Ia the frft, That an Enemy is overcome with foft 
words, we have the fuffrage of the wifeft Man. Oblig- 
ing Aétions, and good returns heap Coals of Fire upon our 
Enemies Heads, vanquith their prejudices, and mele 


Waters ; fo that be'wivc the ftrife of 


their very malice into tendernefs, it wou'd be too te- 
dious to bring the many Inftances we meet with in Hi- 
{tory about treating Enemies fo handfomely, that the 
Effect has had the univerfal Applaule of al] Wite Men: 
Take one Inftance for all]. Alphonfus King of Naples 
and Sicily was all Goodne{s and Mercy, he bad befieged the 
City of Cajeca that had injolently rebell'd againft him; the 
City being ftraitned for want of necefJary provifions, put forth 
their old Men, Women and Children, and {uch as rore un- 
ferviceable, and fhut their Gates upon ‘em. 1 Kings 
Counctl advis'd they fhou'd be forced back into the City, as 
means to make its delivery more feafible, yet the King pitying 
their diftre(s, let em depart, tho’ he knew it wou'd protraét 
the Siege, and being advis'd againjt it, be faii, 1 value the 
lafety of fo many pertons at the rate of an hundred C1- 
jeta’s: The Citizens moved with fuch a Vertue, {ubmittcd to 
bim. Antonius Caldora was alfo one of the mol powerful 
Enemies of Naples, who being overthrown ina Battel, and 
made Prifoner, all Men per{waded the Kine to 11d bis hands 
of fo infolent a perfon, and fo danzerou: the Kingdom ; 
the King oppos'd it, and gave him both his Life and Ejtate. 
This Princes words were agreeable to his Ations, for being 
asked why be was thus favourable to ali Men, even to thofe 
tbit were evil, Becaufe, {aid hey Good Men are won by 
Juftice, and bad by Clemency. Some of his Minifters 
complaining of his Lenity, he faid, Wou'd ye have Lyons 
and Bears to rule over you? Clemency is the property 
of Men, Cruelty of Beafts. It is in vain to go abour 
to calculate an exaét draught of a wife Carriage to- 
wards Enemies, fince the variety of Circumftances alters 
the Meafures, only this fhou’d be a General Kule, 
Change Conditions, and treat em as you wou'd be 
treated your felf. A late Bifhop of Cauterbury was fo 
remarkable for this Vertue, that it grew into a Proverb, 
Do the Bifhop of Canterbury an Injury, and you fball be fure to 
have him your Friend. 

Queft. 3. Is there any thing in the Weapon-Salve, or 
Sympathetick Powder? Does it really cure wounds, 
and how ? 

An{w. Sir Kenelm Digby will tell us there's a great 
deal, as the little Books wherein he has printed his 
Differtation at Mompellier concerning it informs us. 
The old way of making it was Magical, withI know 
not how many odd ingredients, but his is only fimple 
Powder of Vitriol, prepar’'d by the Heat of the Sun, 
which he aflures us will heal any green Wound if 
{prinkled on the Blood, and kept warm, tho’ at ne’re 
fo great a diftance. This however we know has been 
try'd, chat a Dog being run thro’ fome flethy part of 
his Body with a Sword, and this Powder apply'd to 
the Blood, the Wound has been cur’d, and he has liv’d 
and done well ; but the mifchief is, that another Dog 
has done the fame, ferv'd in the fame manner, cho’ ne 
Powder ufed, there being as all know, a Bulfamick 
power in Blood it felf,; which oftentimes cures a green 
wound, and clofes che Lips on’tc without any other Re- 
medy. We have alfo Initances of perfons, who having 
accidentally hurt themfelves have been cured of flight 
wounds by the fame way : But {till che doubt recurrs, 
Whether chey'd not have done as well without ? This 
however they have athrmd, which is fomething more 
confiderable, thas having accidentally loft the Choth 
with fome ot the Blood and the Powder {fprinkled on 
ir, for that way ‘twas ufed, and kept warm about ’em, 
they immediately fele the wound rage, and extreamly 
pain’em, tho’ they knew nor of the lefs, which was 
agen affwag'd as foon as the Cloth was reftor'd to a 
moderate heat: And this we have had from perfons 
of Qualiry and Judgment, and gant our felves queiti- 
on the truth on’c, tor which reaton we are allo ready 
to believe many of the Inftances Sir Kenelm relates 
Accordingly taking the Faét for granted, we'll now’ 
enquire into qe manner ont, according to Sir Kenelms 
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Notion, which is, that the particles which procee! 


fiom the woure mingle with thofe which come trons 
the Blood and é itriol mixt together, the Molarile Salt 
ot which Viriol is of an excellent Ballamick Virtue, 
tho’ che fix’d altringent and corroding, and thence are 


carry’d tothe wound it felt, which is thereby Spe@dily - 


heal’d. And the auth is, this account feems rationa! 
cnovgh, if the Blood and Vuricl be near the Wound, 
but it at any great diltance fiom it, we fee not how 
fuch att.aétion or communication is performed, nor be- 
lieve any fuch thing can be. a 

Queft. 4. Why ts tere no Rainin Egypt, Ethiopia, 7c. 
where te Kiver Nile vverfiows, and the Caufe of ts over- 
fl wine? 

Aniw. That there’s no Rainin E:hiopia, or that Coun- 
trey, talfly call’d Prejfer Johns, 1s as great a Miftake 
as that the Emperour of, the Aby/fines is the true Pre/- 
ter; for Ludolphus affures us that there are frequently 
prodigious Storms of Thunder and Rain, and indeed 
Naturalifts fay, ic never Thunders but it rains lefs or 
more. And to theie vaft Storms which fall in 
E:hipia about the time the Nile overflows, are in 
ail probabilixy to be actributed the cConftant and 
rcguiar Inundation of that River : For there being 
no Rain in Egypt it (elf, there Modern Tiavel- 
lers affure us its a miftake, fome of ‘em having bin wet 
to the Skin with fhowrs in that Countrey. But ow 
then fha!l we reconcile this with what we find in the 
Sacred Scriptures it telt, Zech. 14. 18. f the Family of 
Evypt go not ap that beve no Rain; and the common 1fa- 


dition both 1m Profe and Verie, “ That wanting 2O 


“rain, they worfhip the Nile, and need not the aid of 
“<Fuciter himielt” ? Its anfwered, that Rain there is 4S 
prodigious a thing as a Comet herve, it being againit 
the Nature of their Ccunney, hich is icituated in 
the inidft of nothing but valt fandy Defarts, fo thar 
fiom Land little but hery Exhalations can be diawn, 
whichthe Travellers fometimes find to their coft, whcn 
fiddenly affaulteed with futfocating Winds as they pais 
thole Defarts, which if they perceive not foon enough, 
endangers their Lives, if not pertectiy kills ‘em: Then tor 
the Sea, what lictlevapoursthe Sun draws from it may be 
eafily confum’d by the fultry heat of chofe Regions : If then 
a Storm of Rain happens to fall in Ezypt, its but a ftrag- 
ler wandring thither, and lofiag its way from Erbivpia,or 
fome of the Neighb’ring Countries, as thole Northweffers 
of Virginiz, and the Hurricanes of that and other pia- 
cer, tho’ nor fo violent in our World. 

Quett. 5. Whether Chrift defcended aftually into Hell, or 
wheiber Hell in the Creed be taken for the Grave ? 

An{w. Thefe are > Quefions futticieatly diftinét from 
each other. That Chrift did a4ualy de{cend into Heil 1s 
tiue, or elfe our Creed muft be falie which a:lerts it. 
But fince neither chat nor our Articles expieis what 
they mean by the word Hell, leaving it only in A.qui- 
libiio, and great men are extreamly divided in their 
Opinions concerning it, we don’t think fic to conclude 
any thing pofitively in the matter, only giving the aif- 
terent Opinions, with their Reatons Some inter- 
net Hed only of the Grave, and its {ure enough as they 
tell us, that both the Greek, Latin, and Hebrew words 
Hades, Schol, and Inferi, do fignifie either the Staze of 
the Dead, or the place of the Damned, which might eafily 
be confounded, it being a common Opinion, and per- 
hapsa tiue one, that Hell isin the Center of the Earth. 
Nay, even our Exglifh word Hell may bear the fame 
fianification, being deriv’d from the old Saxon Heil, to 
cover. Thole who take Hell tor the Grave, teil us thac 
‘cis only an explanation, (tho’ a dark one) or rather in- 
different expreffion of that phrafe, dead ani buried, 
fince twas not in the old Roman Creed, as Kuffinus af- 
firms, noris itin the Nicene, only be {uffer'd, and was 
bury'd, and the third day rofe again ; and in that which we 
call che Athanafian, who fuffer’d for cur Salvation, defcend- 
ed into Hell, the third day, 8c. without any mention of his 
byrial, whichfeems to imply the tame thing was meant 
by both. And of tnis Opinion generally are eur Prote- 
fant Divines: The otner is, that te adfually defcendet in- 
zo the place of the Damned ; and thus they interpret his def- 
cending ‘nto the lower parts cf the Earth, his chen /pecling 
principalisies and powers, and his preaching 10 tbe Spirits in 
srifon; and of thisOpinicn areal] the Catholicks, (thinking 

it favours Purgatory, (tho’ theyr’e extreamly mifta- 


ken in the confequence) and alfo many far-ous Dis ines of 
our own Communion,
